Officials at W ashington Were Apprised 


of the Aliened Plan to Destroy Part 


of L v a n s’ Fleet— Only a Few People 


T ake the Story Seriously. 


Paris. .Tan. 21.—The rej»orts cabled 
f irm Hit» Janeiro that the lira/Ilian 
authorities were warned from Paris 
of a possible attem pt to blow up the 
American battleship fleet while in tho 
h arbor there are true. 
Some tine» ajv> certain suspicions 
indicating the existence of a plot to 
destroy the whole or a ¡»ortlon of the 
fleet, »dther at Rio Janeiro or in the 
S traits of Magellan, were aroused here 
and naturally wore communicated to 
Rio 
and 
Washington. 
A 
chartere I 
at earner was reported to have cou- 
Veyed explosives tor the use of the 
conspirators to Rio laniero, arriving 
th ere about the middle of December, 
and John Fedher, w hose name Is m en­ 
tioned in the Rio dispatches, was one 
of the men whose nam e was revealed 
her»» as being Implicated In the con­ 
spiracy, 
T he alleged plot is supposed 
to have some rather startling ramifi­ 
cations, but the evidence along this 
line is far from conclusive and rests 
chiefly upon ihe statem ent of an indi­ 
vidual whose record was subsequently 
proved to be anything but creditable. 
Consequently tlie whole affair is re ­ 
garded with much skepticism and In­ 
deed tii# pre umptiou has been raised 
th a t it may have been a deliberately 
concocted scare. 
In any event, it is 
now believed here that if the ploi 
actually did exist the timely warning 
and precautions taken have com plete­ 
ly frusirated the plans of the con­ 
spirators at 
Rio Janeiro and com­ 
pelled them to transfer their opera­ 
tions further south, if not to abandon 
them entirely. 
The latter hypothesis 
I s considered here to be the most 
probable. 
Only a few people here treated the 
story seriously, others regarded it as 
fantastic, while man> 
di miss«*«! the 
whole affair as a myth. 
The reports 
received from Rio Janeiro have been 
characterized as another weird chap­ 
te r of the fantastic recital. 
It is be­ 
lieved here that the action of the Rio 
Janeiro police grew out of the infer 
mation forw vrdej to Rio trom W ash­ 
ington and this city.

W ashington,

American government was cognizant 
of the existence of the belief of ul­ 
terior designs against Admiral E vans’ 
battleships in the harbor of Rio J a ­ 
neiro was adm itted in adm inistration : 
cirr les. 
T he news first reached here ¡ 
by way of Paris, 
where somebody 
com m unicated it to the American em ­ 
bassy. 
There the officials were quick 
to send the news along to the state 
departm ent at W ashington 
which in 
tu rn sent it forward to the American 
em bassy at Rio and also forwarder! it 
to ihe navy departm ent. 
The intima 
tions contained were vague and i n d e f i ­ 
nite as to details, yet in view of the 
great im portance of the m atter and 
th e possibilities which might develop 
w ere the officials on the scene not in 
formed, no tim e was lost In tran sm it­ 
ting it to Rio Janeiro. 
The data for­ 
warded to Washington, it is under­ 
stood, contained the nam es of sonm 
of thos«* persons who. it was alleged, 
w^re encaged in the anarchistic plots, 
but their names were not disclosed at 
th e departm ent.

Nevf York. Jan. 21.-—An exhaustive 
Investigation Into the wide* ; rca.I be- 
1 i<*f that persons connected with finan­ 
cial 
Institution«« and 
public service 
corporations of this city have been 
guilty of illegal acts will he made h.v a 
com m ittee appoint«*,! 
by the grand 
jury. 
The grand jury came before 
Justice Dowling in th e suprem e court 
and mad# a long presentm ent on the 
subject and announced that a com- 
m ittee will receive reliable informa 
Hon as to any specific crim es that 
are believed to have been committed 
and that 
the oom m ittee will make 
thorough Inquiry into tho subject. 
T he grami jury in its presentm ent 
declare«! that a widespread belief ex 
isteil that ipanv persons now or lately 
connected with financial institutions 
ami public service corporations in this 
city 
have 
been 
guilty 
of 
serious 
crimes an«l that the guilty persona 
should be discovered and punished it 
the law is a«i«*quate for such purpose, 
Should the law be found inadequate 
to properly protect th<* community the 
grand jury recom mends that the legls 
lature now in session should amend 
the law. 
If there has only been a 
laxity in the coruiuct of business and 
not a crim inal disregard of duty, it is 
for the interest of the public that the 
fact he m ade clear, the presentment 
states. 
T he grami Jury declares that the 
district attorney has informed them 
that he has adequate force of assis­ 
tan ts to hanille all m atters brought 
before them and that the board of es­ 
tim ates and apportionment has pro- 
vlded am ple funds for the investiga­ 
tion. 
All persons having information 
con« ernlng »he commission of a crirm* 
of the character indicated arc request­ 
ed to appear before th<* com m ittee 
which the grami jury has appointed to 
m ake the investigation. 
The «-o-opora- 
tion of the newspapers is asked for by 
the grand jury as a m eans of obtain­ 
ing Information.

T w o Minnesota Men Are Burned to 
Death. 
Mankato, Minn., Jan. 21.-— Reviving 
a (ire w ith kerosene deprived two men 
of their lives. 
Reese and William Thomas, wealthy 
bachelor farm ers, were spending the 
w inter together in a small house in 
the tim ber a mile east of Cambria, in 
this county, on a twenty-acre piece 
that (hey owned. 
Reese arose flrst in 
the morning, built a fire in ihe stove 
and went out and did the chores, leav­ 
ing his brother In bed 
On returning, 
he found that the fire was scarcely 
burning, so he poured some kerosene 
into the stove. 
The coals caused ih«» 
oil to explode and (he ehiire room 
was ablaze in a moment. 
Reese T hom as’ clothing blazed up 
an«! he ran out of doors, but 1**11 dead 
len feet from the house. 
William Thom as l«»ap«*«l fr«»m the 
burning bed and dashed out of doors, 
his night dress burning, 
lie reached 
a spring, but not before the garm ent 
had burned off. 
He then m ade his 
way in a nu«!e condition to a neighbor, 
a qu arter of a mile away. 
He was 
very badly burned an«! di< «1. 
The house was consumed with it3 
contents. 


BOMB WRECKS A HOUSE. 


Attempt Made to W ipe Out a Minne­ 
sota Family. 
Eiwabik, Minn., Jan. 21.—A bomb 
throw n at the house occupied by the 
family of Thom as Nicholas, captain 
of the Mohawk mine near Aurora, tore 
out the side of the building and threw 
Nicholas, his wife and their four chil­ 
dren from their beds. 
The youngest ! 
child, an infant that was sleeping with 
the parents, was seriously injured. 
Although scores of men poured out 
of the mine to investigate the outrage, 
no «lefinite clue to the identity of the 
perpetrators was discovered. 
News of the outrage spread through­ 
out the range towns like wild fire and 
in a num ber of eases superintendents 
and mining captains ma«le arrange­ 
m ents to have their dwellings guarded. 
One of the leading men said that he 
believed that the Nicholas outrage is 
the be«ginning of a reign of terror that 
will pre«'ede a strike that is being 
planned t** begin early in the spring.

District Attorney Jerome Shatters Her 


Narrative by Frequent and Persis­ 


tent Objections— Doors of Courtroom 


Not Closed to the Public. 


New York, Jan. 21.— Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw has told her story for 
the 
second 
time. 
The 
rej>etltion 
lacked the vitality of the flrst recital» 
but the great crowd in the courtroom 
where her husband, H arry Kendall 
Thaw, is on trial for the killing of 
Stanford White, listene«! intently to 
every 
word. 
Justice 
Dowling 
ha<i 
ruled that he found no w arrant in the 
law for closing the doors against the 
public, and there was a great clamor 
for adm ittance from a throng which 
hung about the building all day long. 
District Attorney Jerom e, tailing in 
his move to exclude spectators, took 
occasion tv lien it came his turn lo 
cross-examine the witness, to bring 
out all of the tletuils of the flrst trial 
which Mr. Littleton of the defense had 
omitted 011 his direct inquiry of the 
witness. 
Mr. Jerom e also sought t«> 
block Mrs. T haw ’s testim ony in its 
entirety on the ground that a con­ 
versation which occurred three years 
bet ore Die tragedy could not 
h a v e 
any bearing on T haw ’s mental condi­ 
tion on the night of the homichie. 
Jusih«* Dowling overruled the objec­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Thaw was on the stand all day 
long, ami Mr. Jerom e announced when 
adjournment for Hie day was taken 
that his cross-examination would oc 
cupy several hours more. 
Mrs. T haw ’s story was broken into 
bits 
by 
constantly 
repeated 
<>b 
Jections from Hie prosecution, who 
sought to exclude all details on the 
ground 
of 
im m ateriality. 
The 
fre­ 
quent objections led Judge Dowling 
to request Mr. Littleton to cut his ex­ 
amination as short as possible. 
Mr. 
Littleton took this course onl> to find 
ibat on cross-examination Mr. Jerom e 
insiste«! upon reading from last year's 
record nearly every word the witness 
had uttered. 
He «lid this under the 
privilege of framing new questions. 
Mr. Littleton objecte«l to it, declar­ 
ing that the district attorney, by read­ 
ing the form er testim ony in a «lis- 
agreeable m anner, was trying to dis 
credit the witness in the eyes of the 
jury when he could not discredit her 
in any way by a dire« t question. 
Mr. 
Jerom e ma«le no attem pt to disguise 
a tone of complete contempt in read 
ing the testimony. 


No Delicate Choice of Words. 
Contempt also characterized most 
of the questions he put to the witness, 
whom he attacked in the loudest voice 
he had yet used at the trial. 
Mr. Je ­ 
rome plunged at once into the more 
intim ate details of the testimony and 
made no delicate choice of words in 
framing his interrogations. 
Mr. 
L ittleton’s objections on the 
ground of “offensiveness and impro­ 
priety” frequently were sustained by 
the court. 
Mrs. Thaw matche«! wits against 
both District Attorney Jerom e and his 
assistant, Mr. Garvan, who was ever 
at his chief’s elbow with new sugges­ 
tions. 
She fenced with them aa skil­ 


fully as she «lid a year ago, and at 
times reflected the mood of 11»• * d is­ 
trict attorney by answ ering him in a 
voice pitched iu as loud a k«*v as hi* 
own. 
The prosecutor's 
pitiless at» 1 
aggressive questions often struck tii » 
ami once when Mr. Jerom e demanded 
to know if Hie young woman had t€»l I 
Thaw 
certain 
things, 
she 
i«*pliol 
hotly: 
“ Yes, I told him. but 1 did not u t 
the language you arc using.” 
“Don't 
argue 
with 
me, 
m adam ,” 
shouted Jerom e, who then ha i Hie re ­ 
ply stricken from th e record 
But one new feature appeare«! it 
the testimony of Hi«« witm s. 
This 
was w lien she told about Thaw sw al­ 
lowing the contents of a h«»tile at 
laudanum at Monte Carlo in 1004 i 1 
an attempt to end his lite. 
Previously 
to this, at the Grand hot «»I in New 
York, Thaw had talked of suicide, hi« 
wife declare«l, ami hail suggested that 
she also should take poison, as both 
their 
lives 
had 
been 
ruined. 
Mrs. 
Thaw said sin* humored Thaw at tho 
time ami diverted his miml. 
She was 
out of the room when he finally took 
the poison In Europe. 
"W hy dhln't you tell us about th!.. 
at the first trial?” demanded Mr. J e ­ 
rome. 
"Because Mr. Delmas said it might 
m ake Harry out too crazv,” the wit­ 
ness reto.t«*d before Hie «lisirici attor­ 
ney could stop her.

Minicheilo s throat ha«l b«***n 
cut from ear to ear and wns held to 
th«» trunk by a mere thread. 
Buffeti 
ha«l been struck on th«* head with a 
sharp implement, probably an axe, his 
skull being split open. 
T he woman 
also ha«i been killed by a blow on the 
head. 
A vigorous search is now fit* 
ing made for the bedy of the fourth 
missing person, a bm ther of Minlcheitf». 
Nernlno diaclosed the hiding pla< «* of 
th«* bodies when taken to ihe scene of 
tho crim es and threatened with Im­ 
m ediate hanging if he did not tell all 
that 
he 
knew 
about 
th«* 
murder. 
However, he «led a red that th«* murder 
was committed by Joseph Minicheilo, 
the missing man, an«! n«»t by himself.

TUE REVOLUTION IN HAYTI 


Officials at W ashington Were Apprised 


of the Abetted Plan to Destroy Part 


of E v a n s’ Fleet— Only a Few People 


T ake the Story Seriously. 


Farts. Jan. 21.—The reports cabled 
from Rio Janeiro that the Brazilian 
authorities were warned from Paris 
of a possible attempt to blow up the 
American battleship fleet while in the 
harbor there are true. 
Some time a po certain suspicions 
indicating the existence of a plot to 
destroy the whole or a portion of the 
fleet, either at Rio Janeiro or in the 
Straits of Magellan, were aroused here 
and naturally were communicated to 
Rio and 
Washington. 
A 
chartered 
steamer was reported to have con­ 
veyed explosives for the use of the 
conspirators to Rio laniero, arriving 
there about the middle of December, 
and John Fedher. whose name is men­ 
tioned in the Rio dispatches, was one 
of the men whose name was revealed 
here as being implicated in the con­ 
spiracy. 
The alleged plot is supposed 
to have some rather si art ling ramifi­ 
cations, but the evidence along I his 
line is far from conclusive and rests 
chiefly upon ihe statement of an indi­ 
vidual whose record was subsequently 
proved to be anything but creditable. 
Consequently the whole affair is re­ 
garded with much skepticism and in­ 
deed the presumption has been raised 
that it may have been a deliberately 
concocted scare. 
In any event, it is 
now believed here that if the plot 
actually did exist the timely warning 
and precautions taken have complete­ 
ly frustrated the plans of the con­ 
spirators at Rio Janeiro and com­ 
pelled them to transfer their opera­ 
tions further south, if not to abandon 
them entirely. 
The latter hypothesis 
is considered here to be the most 
probable. 
Only a few' people here treated the 
story seriously, others regarded it as 
fantastic, while many dismissed the 
whole affair as a myth. 
The reports 
received from Rio Janeiro have been 
characterized as another weird chap­ 
ter of the fantastic recital.

lieved bere that the action of the Rio 
Janeiro police grew' out of the infor­ 
mation forwarded to Rio irom Wash- 
in gton and this city.

N arrative by Frequent and Persis­ 


tent Objections— Doors of Courtroom 


Not Closed to the Public. 


New York, Jan. 21.—Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw has told her story for

time. 
The 
repetition 
lacked the vitality of the first recital, 
but tha great crowd in the courtroom 
where her husband, Harry Kendall 
Thaw’, is on trial for the killing of 
Stanford White, listened intently to 
every 
word. 
Justice 
Dowling 
had 
ruled that he found no warrant in the 
law for closing the doors against the 
public, and there was a great clamor 
for admittance from a throng which 
hung about the building all day long. 
District Attorney Jerome, tailing in 
his move to exclude spectators, took 
occasion tv hen it came his turn to 
cross-examine the witness, to bring 
out all of the details of the first trial 
which Mr. Littleton of the defense had 
omitted on his direct inquiry of the 
w I mess. 
Mr. Jerome also sought to 
block Mrs. Thaw’s testimony in its 
entirety on the ground that a con­ 
versation which occurred three years 
before the tragedy could not have 
any bearing on Thaw’s mental condi­ 
tion on the night, of the homicide. 
Justice Dowling overruled the objec­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Thaw was on the stand all day 
long, and Mr. Jerome announced when 
adjournment for the day was taken 
that his cross-examination would oc­ 
cupy several hours more. 
Mrs. Thaw s story was broken into 
bits 
by 
constantly 
repeated 
ob­ 
jections from the prosecution, who 
sought to exclude all details on Hie 
ground 
of 
immateriality. 
The 
fre­ 
quent objections led Judge Dowling 
to request Mr. Littleton to cut his ex­ 
amination as short as possible. 
Mr. 
Littleton took this course only to find 
that on cross-examination Mr. Jerome 
insisted upon reading from last year's 
record nearly every word the witness 
had uttered. 
He did this under the 
privilege of framing new questions. 
Mr. Littleton objected to it, declar­ 
ing that the district attorney, by read­ 
ing Hie former testimony in a dis­ 
agreeable manner, was trying to dis­ 
credit the witness in the eyes of the 
jury when he could not discredit her 
in any way by a direct question. 
Mr. 
Jerome made no attempt to disguise 
a tone of complete contempt lh read 
ing the testimony. 


No Delicate Choice of Words. 
Contempt also characterized most 
of the questions he put to the witness, 
whom he attacked in the loudest voice 
he had yet used at the trial.

rome plunged at once into the more 
intimate details of the testimony and 
made no delicate choice of words in 
framing his interrogations.
